command of the company when his 
Major was knocked out and completed 
the organization of the captured posi­ 
tions before accepting 
relief.

that Panntl! won the military cross. 
Joins Flying Corps 
After recovering

Royal Flying Corps, flew at the front, 
and crashed one day last 
summer 
when a Boche plane shot 
out

wires on his machine. 
Pannill’s hips 
were fractured and I believe he,

The Minard 
brothers, of Boston, 
made a great record for themselves 
and for the legion. One of the. Minard

Got Bad S m a s h in g 
Colonel Griffiths' wounds kept him 
out for only short periods until he got 
what he called “a bad sm ashing” by 
a big piece of metal in 1917. 
When 
he came out of the hospital his right 
arm was practically useless, and 
he 
would offer his left hand on meeting a 
friend. 
“This is my war souvenir,’’ he said 
on the day his American battalion of 
the American arm y went into the line 
for the first time, and he 
produced 
three photographs from his old, tat­ 
tered kit-bag. 
They were X-ray prints 
showing where a piece of his shoulder 
had been removed by the surgeons. 
It was in a little battered 
village 
about three miles from the trenches. 
Griffiths sat in the gloaming at a lit­ 
tle table with a bottle of beer and a 
tin of American 
slum 
before him. 
giving orders in his quiet but impera­ 
tive way to younger officers and or­ 
derlies who came in and out. 
If they 
were nervous on this first night of 
their big adventure, the quiet, efficient 
confidence of Col. Griffiths must have 
re-assured them, for they showed no 
nervousness. 
A hundred French officers had oc­ 
cupied this little room before him and 
the walls were covered with illustra­ 
tions clipped from ‘La Vie Parisienne.’ 
G riffiths’ L a st 
Ride. 
It grew dark. 
He dumped his stray 
things into his kit, gave that peculiar 
shake of the left hand to his friends 
and. followed by his American order­ 
ly, mounted his horse. 
Stationing 
himself 
it 
the 
cross­ 
roads. he sat like a statue in the dusk, 
quietly directing platoons and squads 
down that road toward the trendies. 
The ticklish business of the 
relief 
was an old story to him, but Colonel 
Griffiths was as cautious that night as 
he was on the night of his first trip 
iii. 
Kitchens, 
ration 
wagons, 
little 
groups of soldiers, tough, patient Mis­ 
souri mules drawing machine guns— 
all the methodical confusion of traffic 
incidental to a relief went down that 
road with scarcely one mis-step. 
“ Well, 
good-night' 
gentleman,” 
called Col. Griffiths, waving to us who 
stood at the crossroads. 
He nudged his horse over the little 
rise, and with the orderly 
at 
his 
heels, disappeared 
down the same 
road with his boys.

Liberians are highly 
civilized and conduct a form of gov­ 
ernment modeled afttfr our own. The 
American Liberians speak what Cant 
Rountree term s as pigeon (imperfect) 
English. The natives speak their own 
dialects .varying 
according to the 
tribe to which they belong. 
Some of 
the tribes which have touched civili­ 
zation are the Vias, Buzzie, 
Grahn.

The frontier force consists 
of about 1,000 native soldiers under 
modern military discipline. 
The schools are run mostly by the 
M. E. church and Bishop A. P. C am ­ 
phor is in charge of the missionary 
and educational work of his church. 
The A. M. E. church is also doing r 
similar work under the supervision of 
Bishop I. N. Ross. 
This country is 
now at w ar with Germany and Capt. 
Rountree describes a submarine in­ 
cident thus: On the morning orf April 
10th, 1918 a submarine which 
was 
six weeks out from H am burg, appear­ 
ed in the port at Monrovia. 
She an ­ 
chored and sent off two 
collapsible 
boats with four men each, who board­ 
ed a two m ast sailing vessel belong­ 
ing to the government of Liberia. 
Six men were on it who became excit­ 
ed and four of them jumped overboard 
and two were taken prisoners. Three 
swam ashore and one was drowned. 
The Germans took all the brass and 
metal off of the boat and sank it. They 
made four native fishermen prisoners 
too/ and kept all of them on the sub­ 
m arine for four days. 
The command­ 
er of the submarine sent all of them 
ashore with two letters, which bore 
the Imperial seal, addressed to the 
president and the other a private let­ 
ter to a friend named Parker. The of­ 
ficial letter demanded th a t the French 
wireless and cable be closed and the 
building destroyed by 4 p. rn. The Li­ 
berian government agreed to close the 
wireless and the cable but the Allied 
representatives objected. 
At 
four 
o’clock the 
submarine 
opened 
up 
broadside with two six-inch guns and 
one four inch gun and fired 34 six- 
inch shells and 17 four inch shells. 
Some of the residential buildings were 
destroyed, four Liberians were killed 
and several were wounded. 
But little 
damage was done otherwise and the 
wireless and cable operated the next 
day. 
Before the attack the wireless 
sent out an S. O. S. call 'n I attracted 
the oassing French steam er Burrutu 
which upon sighting the 
submarinfl 
put out again to sea. 
The submarine 
with ammunition and guns on de lr 
disappeared and gave chase. The B ur­ 
rutu is a 14-knot steam er and was 
armed. 
It gave battle with the sub­ 
marine for 2 hour and succeeded in 
arriving a t Serri Leon with a six inch 
hole torn in her above the w ater line 
and one native member 
of the crow 
killed. 
The submarine was of 
the 
large type supposed to be over 3,000 
tons and carried a crew of over OO: 
was nearly 300 feet long: 
I t carried 
torpedo tubes, one mine tube and c a r­ 
ried two 6 3-4 breach loading guns, 
two four-inch rapid firing guns and 
four rapid firing rifles 45 by 70 cali­ 
bre. 
Captain Rountree has a large num ­ 
ber of skins, bows and arrows and oth­ 
er fighting weapons and various hand­ 
iworks of the natives which will he on 
exhibition soon.

easy for glib ignorance to indulge in 
cheap cynicism about “dollar diplom­ 
acy,” but a generous allied 
proposi­ 
tion for the financing 
of 
distracted 
and almost derelict 
China, 
a t 
this 
crisis, would be an intelligent modern 
‘ movement for the defeat of Germany 
in one of the most important 
“ w ar 
' areas,’ of propaganda, where she has 
long been, and now is most 
active. 
T hat it has to do with “dollars” is be­ 
side the question. So have munitions 
and ship building and Liberty loans 
and Red Cross. 
It is seen rightly as 
an act of w ar— a body blow on a vital 
point a t German Imperialism. 
China is already our active ally. She 
is already a Republic. 
These two 
statem ents possess about the game 
m arket value. They are happy signs 
' 
of the future, ’rather than comprehen­ 
sive definition*, of the present. It would 
probably be the naked 
truth to say 
th a t the Allies will have to fight for 
China before China will do very much 
fighting for the Allies. 
By “ fight for 
X’hina” we mean fight for her finan­ 
cially by supplying the vital fluid of 
capital, without which the largest na­ 
tion can do nothing; fight for

trust and confidence—especially fight 
the German propaganda in China.

Got Bad Sm ashing 
Colonel Griffiths’ wounds kept him 
out for only short periods until he got 
what he called ‘‘a bad smashing" by 
a big piece of metal in 1917.

he came out of the hospital his right 
arm was practically useless, and 
he 
would offer his left hand on meeting a 
friend. 
"This is my w ar souvenir,” he said 
on the day his American battalion of 
the American army went into tile line 
for the first time, and he 
produced 
three photographs from his old, tat­ 
tered kit-bag. 
They were X-rav prints 
showing where a piece of his shoulder 
had been removed by the surgeons. 
It was in a little battered 
village 
about three miles from the trenches. 
Griffiths sat in the gloaming at a lit­ 
tle table with a bottle of beer and a 
tin of American 
slum 
before him, 
giving orders in his quiet but impera­ 
tive way to younger officers and or­ 
derlies who came in and out. 
lf they 
were nervous on this first night of 
their big adventure, the quiet, efficient 
confidence of Col. Griffiths must have 
re-assured them, for they showed no 
nervousness. 
A hundred French officers had oc­ 
cupied this little room before him and 
the walls were covered with illustra­ 
tions clipped from ‘La Vie Parisienne.’ 
Griffiths’ Last Ride. 
It grew dark. 
He dumped his stray 
things into his kit, gave that peculiar 
shake of the left hand to his friends 
and. followed by his American order­ 
ly, mounted his horse. 
Stationing 
himself at 
the cross­ 
roads. he sat like a statue iii the dusk, 
quietly directing platoons and squads 
down that road toward the trenches. 
The ticklish 
business of the 
relief 
was an old story to him, hut Colonel 
Griffiths was as cautious that night as 
he was on the night of His first trip 
iii. 
Kitchens, 
ration 
wagons, 
little 
groups of soldiers, tough, patient Mis­ 
souri mules drawing machine guns— 
all the methodical confusion of traffic 
incidental to a relief went down that 
road with scarcely one mis-step. 
"Well, 
goodnight 
gentleman," 
called Col. Griffiths, waving to us who 
stood at the crossroads. 
He nudged his horse over the little 
rise, and with the orderly 
at 
his 
heels, disappeared 
down the same 
road with his boys.
